May 5th Sees Big Crowd at Ames 


May 5th proved a splendid selection from among the many 
spring days when the Iowa Feeders should gather at Iowa State 
Agricultural College at Ames for the purpose of taking note of 
what is being accomplished at this station. A vast majority of the 
spring days would have been less satisfactory for they had been of 
a rather inclement temperament. But this May 5th dawned follow- 
ing a slight frost and the sun radiantly beamed on Iowa’s sons as 
they together with many 
visitors from other states 
assembled at the cattle ex- 
periment lots over on_the 
hill south of Lincoln High- 
way. . 

Among the early birds 
was a pair from Chicago, 
Thomas H. Cross, of Arm- 
our & Co., and Gene McAd- 
ams, from John Clay & Co., 
who showed up at 7:45 a. m. 
for the purpose of placing 
valuations on the dozen dif- 
ferent pens in the experi- 
mental lots. They quoted 
Chicago prices, however the 
figures used in estimating 
values were taken at $1.00 
per hundred less than Chi- 
cago, the difference to cover 
shipping costs from Ames 
to that market. 

At 9:30 a. m. those in- 
terested in what is going on 


group was fed shelled corn, linseed meal, corn silage, alfalfa hay, 
simple mineral (an ounce) daily, and salt. The average daily gain 
was practically one-half pound more than in Lot 1 which received 
the same ration with the mineral omitted. The simple minerals con- 
sisted of limestone, high calcium grade, 49.97 pounds; special bone 
meal, 49.97 pounds; potasium iodide, .06 pound; total 100 pounds. 
There was a comparison between good steers fed on different 
rations and there was an- 
other comparison of com- 
mon steers fed same ra- 
tions, still another experi- 
ment was made on a group 
of inferior steers on the 
same rations. In addition 
experiments were run on 
calves. 

The vast crowd that 
gathered on this occasion 
gained untold information 
that will be of no small 
value in their future feeding 
operations. Questions were 
asked freely and as freely 
answered by Messrs. Cross, 
Evvard, Culbertson and oth- 
ers. These feeding experi- 
ments are well worth all the 
effort to make them and it 
is well that all the steers 
used in any contest or ex- 
periment should be of the 
same breed and of as nearly 


at the state experimental 
station began to assemble 
and find seats out in the 
sunshine, for seats had been 
erected around a big square 
out of doors, where the cat- 
tle would be driven out into the pen in the center for inspection, in- 
terrogation and general convenience. At 9:45 Prof. John M. Ev- 
vard, head of this department assumed the chairmanship and to- 
gether with his able assistant Prof. C. C. Culbertson proceeded to 
disseminate a vast bundle of data pertaining to the results obtain- 
ing from a varied assortment of experiments in feeding. 

The cattle used for this purpose comprised twelve lots of Here- 
fords, range bred, each lot of more or less even conformation at 
the beginning of the experiment. Lot 1 received a corn silage ra- 
tion, gained 3.08 pounds per day at a cest of $9.03 per hundred 
pounds exclusive of hog gains. They sold at $12.00 per hundred 
and showed a total gain of $26.20 per head exclusive of labor costs. 

Lot 2 had been fed corn silage and simple minerals; gained 3.50 
pounds daily at a cost of $8.39 per hundred pounds; sold at $12.35, 
showing a total gain of $34.25 per head. Showing that it paid well 
to add the mineral mixture to the ration as used in Lot 1. This

the same line of breeding 
and bearing much the same 
general characteristics in 
order that the feeds may be 
more accurately valued and 
compared. Ames has been 
using Herefords for a number of years. The writer heard one old 
timer suggest to another that he would like to see what some good 
Shorthorns would do in one of these experiments. As a matter of fact 
the writer would like to see the lots filled with good Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers once. It might be a little more difficult to locate a suf- 
ficient number for the project but it is altogether likely that they 
could be found. 

Those interested in knowing all the particulars about these ex- 
periments will be able to satisfy their desires by asking Prof. John 
Evvard, department of Animal Husbandry, Ames, Iowa, for the 
bulletins which are or will be complete before sending out. A com- 
plete history of the steers in each pen would require a page or more 
of space and while the story might be interesting and enlightening 
the Journal would much prefer that the bulletins themselves should 
get into the hands of feeders so they may have an opportunity to 
study the whole procedure and hereby gain (Continued on page 18

Lice.—If the calf is troubled with lice, mix up a fairly strong 
solution of any standard coal tar dip, take a brush, and apply wher- 
ever the lice are found. Repeat this treatment three or four times, 
at intervals of a week or two weeks, and your calf should be rid of 
lice. In cold weather, it will be better not to wash the calf ; and, in 


order to get rid of lice at that 
time of the year, you can ap- 
ply crude oil—any oil for that 
matter—or some of the min- 
eral oils used for medicinal 
purposes. 

Another means of con- 
trolling lice is to use the fol- 
lowing prescription: One- 
third ground sabadilla seed; 
one-third insect powder; one- 
third sulphur. Dust on. This 
method gives fair satisfac- 
tion. : 

Warts.—These unsightly, 
troublesome growths are be- 
coming more prevalent each 
year. Quite often a case Is 
found where all methods of 
treatment fail. Dr. Benbrook 
of the- Veterinary Division, 
Iowa State College, recom- 
mends the use of either cas- 
tor or sweet oil when the 
warts first make their ap- 
pearance. The oil used should 
be applied twice daily. Some 
herdsmen use a paste of sul- 
phur and sweet oil. Axle 
grease and crude oil have 
been used by some club mem- 
bers with good results. A 
small strong string, or silk 
thread, tied around the base 
of the wart next to the skin 
usually will take them off. 
Cutting the wart off with a 
sharp pair of scissors, or 
twisting them off with the 
fingers, and then painting the 
stub with iodine, is quite an 
effective way of getting rid 
of them. If they show signs 
of again growing, touching 
the growth with a redhot iron 
will kill them. Removing 
them surgically is the surest 
method though not always 
practicable. Fowler’s Solu- 
tion is sometimes prescribed 
for malignant cases, but you 
should consult your veterin- 
arian concerning the method 
of feeding and dosage. 

Pink Eye.—Occasionally 
a calf is bothered with pink 
eye. This can be controlled by 
having the following pre- 
scription filled by your drug- 
gist: 

160 grains boric acid 

16 grains zinc sulfate. 

Drop this in the eye twice 
a day and isolate him from 
the rest of the cattle. Some 


feeders buy yellow oxide of mercuric ointment for pink eye. It 
comes in small tubes, and a little can be squeezed into the infected 
eye, under the eyelid, twice a day. The infected animal always 
should be kept from the rest of the herd, as the disease is highly 


infectious.

The calf I fed two years ago having done fairly well for me, I 
naturally went to the same herd to select a calf for this year. I chose 
two Aberdeen-Angus calves from the D. S. Collins herd, which were 
delivered by truck late in the fall. 

Peter Pan, four months old and weighing 390 pounds, I put on a 
nurse cow for about two months. I started right away to feed him 
clover hay, oats, corn, and barley, decreasing the amount of oats and 
increasing the amount of barley until the oats were left out entirely. 
These, with a little oil meal and molasses feed, comprised his feed ra- 
tion until the last two months before the State Fair when I started 
feeding cooked barley at noon. He had, at all times, all the fresh wat- 
er he would drink. 

I kept him in a darkened stall in the barn and turned him into a 
dry lot at night. I always kept him well blanketed with a regular 
blanket which had a light wool lining. This helped to make his hair 
smooth and glossy. I brushed my calf every day; and, as Fair time 
drew near, I brushed or rubbed him twice a day. I was careful to keep 
his feet trimmed. During the summer when the flies were bad, I ex- 
ercised him about dusk. In fact, I tried to keep him comfortable. 

At the time of his showing at the State Fair, he weighed 940 
pounds, and won first in the junior Aberdeen-Angus class, champ‘on 
Aberdeen-Angus, reserve grand champion. He was grand champion 
at the Central Iowa Fair, after which I brought him home. I plan to 
show him at the International. 


Mange.—Mange is caused by a mite which Operates y 
skin. A method of control which has been very successful 
lows: “Make a paste of powdered sulphur, linseed oi]. an 
kerosene. Apply and leave on the calf for about ten’ da 
weeks. If the mange has not disappeared by that ti 
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Bloat.—Sometimes caly 

will bloat quite badly. In ths 
case, put a %-inch rope or g 
smooth, round bit of wood in 
the mouth and let him chew 
on it until the bloat goes 


‘ down. Another method, which 


1s surer to bring results, js 
mixing’ raw linseed oil or cas- 
tor oil and kerosene. Mix 
about one part of kerosene to 
SIX parts of raw linseed oil, 
Give as a drench. A 1000-Ib, 
calf requires one pint of the 
above, so you can figure from 
that, and the weight of your 
steer, how much will be r- 
quired. In extremely bad 
cases, and as a last resort, it 
may be necessary to tap the 
left side with a trocar and 
canula. 

After all, prevention is 
the best cure for both bloat 
and scours, and it would 
seem, from past experiences, 
that corn and cob meal is the 
preventive. Just why, the 
writer is not prepared to say. 

Pneumonia.—Some of you 
may have trouble with this 
disease. An animal having 
the disease should be placed 
in a dry_ well-ventilated, 
deeply bedded stall. He 
should be heavily blanketed, 
and great care should be tak- 
en to avoid drafts. Some 
men apply ‘mustard plasters 


on the lower forerib; others dip blankets in hot water, wring them 
out, and apply. If the animal is very sick, it is better to call a com- 
petent veterinarian. A pint either of castor oil or raw linseed oil 
should be given as it will insure bowel action.

For many decades before the Heretord came, Shorthorns alone 
represented improved beef cattle in America. Without opposition

i cornbelt, and such prime beef as could be found in the 
—— invariably was cut from a “Durham” carcass. With the 
opening of the Texas trails, and the stocking of the western ranges, 
they naturally were drafted in great numbers to improve the blood 
of the long-honored Spanish cattle which had lived in a state of na- 
ture for generations on the southern plains, and now crowded the 
new-found outlet in ever-increasing numbers. Unquestionably the 
red Shorthorn bull did much for the Spanish 
blood, in the way of shortening horns and legs 
and changing buckskins, blues and brindles to 
more seemly colors. The vitality of the Span- 
ish cow was so pronounced that it persisted 
strongly in her descendants, in spite of any 
constitutional lack of vigor in the improving 
strain; but, with the coming of the Hereford 
bull to the range, she found a mate of mettle 
equal almost to her own. Whatever privations 
and hardships Spanish blood could overcome, 
whitefaces likewise could endure. This fact 
has won for the Hereford an almost exclusive 
bovin title to the big open spaces of the west. 

Cornbelt Feedlots and Herefords—Since 
the opening of the western ranges, the business 
of beef-making has evolved steadily in the di- 
rection of standardization. Of the steers fat- 
tened in the cornbelt, few are now produced 
locally. Almost invariably the feeder, whether 
his operations are on a large or small scale, 
draws his raw material from the country west 
of the Missouri River. A sufficient supply of 4 ; 
home-grown calves no longer is available in the principal feeding 
districts. : : ” Ld 

It is a well-recognized fact that for uniformity and quality in 
his cattle, coupled with ability to respond to feed, the farmer must 
now look to the west. Practically all cattle supplied from that 
source have white faces. Indeed, the term feeder steer is virtually 
synonymous with the word Hereford. If a buyer prefers Short- 
horns or Aberdeen-Angus, his search for them is always protracted 
and frequently fruitless. On the other hand, uniform Herefords of 
high quality, and to any required number, can be obtained with ab- 
solute assurance by mail order or by wire from numerous responsi- 
ble outfits in the west. These cattle, thus acquired at a minimum 
outlay of time and effort, ripen, with proper care in the feedlot, 
into a standard quality product which sells without sorting at top 
prices, in the fixing of which the brand of the cattle and the repu- 
tation of their feeder play no small part. ; 

This surprising situation undoubtedly is due to the real merit 
of the Hereford, and to his ability to adapt himself to the exacting 
requirements of successful beefmaking, both on the range and in 
the feedlot. 

The awards of fat carlots at the International show have for 
many years consistently favored the Aberdeen-Angus, with Here- 
fords second and Shorthorns third. Since it is logical to believe 
that the International purple stands for the very acme of accomp- 
lishment in the beefmaking business, we are compelled to wonder 
why the almost constant successes of the Aberdeen-Angus in this 
field have made no serious inroads on the popularity of the Here- 
ford. International prizes should be a clear index of value, and as 
such they point to the highly-finished Aberdeen-Angus yearling as 
the most valuable product of our feed lots. 

Although this situation is of long standing, little progress, if 
any, has been made by the Aberdeen-Angus toward supplanting the 
Hereford. The fact is that the whiteface has steadily grown in

numbers and popularity in spite of the circumstance just mentioned. 
There must be good reason for this. Let us for a moment examine 
the factors which undoubtedly underlie that reason. 

To a certain extent, the Hereford, having deservedly won his 
place in the sun, now easily maintains that place by preponderance 
of numbers. Even if a more worthy successor were found, he could 
measurably come into possession of his rights only after many 
years of endless struggle. Then, too, there appears to be some re- 
luctance on the part of the Aberdeen-Angus to dispute with the 
whiteface for possession of the field which the latter has completely 
occupied. There may be apprehension that in the conflict he would 
suffer a defeat such as the Shorthorn already has experienced. If 
this thought is unwarranted, it is clearly up to adherents of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed to disprove it. It is a striking fact that the 
Herefords composing the carlot show of that breed in Chicago come 
almost exclusively from the ranges, while the blacks are solidly 
from the cornbelt, as are also the Shorthorns, except for an occa- 
sional load bred by a deserving and persevering group of individ- 
uals operating near Denver or by the Bell Ranch in New Mexico. 

Range-bred Aberdeen-Angus have never, to my knowledge, 
made a very notable performance in the carlots in Chicago, if we 
except the Harrison herd, which, it is true, was 
located for a time in Colorado, but was shortly 
removed to Illinois, where, in the hands of John 
Hubly, it has won unequaled honors. 

There is a belief that Aberdeen-Angus tend 
to grow leggy and rough under range condi- 
tions. The product of the only large herd with 
which I am familiar appeared to bear out that 
belief. This opinion and other similar opinions 
must be shown to be delusions, if the Aber- 
deen-Angus is ever seriously to contend with 
the Hereford for possession of the west. 

Whitefaces in Market Receipts—Certainly 
at present there is, as the slang phrase has it, 
nothing to it but the whiteface. A glance over 
the Omaha, Kansas City and Denver yards on 
any market day is eloquent and convincing. Or 
take a look at the display of breeding cattle in 
carlots at the Denver show. There, in a verit- 
able sea of whitefaces, one must look closely 
to discover a red, white or roan, and a black is 
a curiosity. The same is almost equally true 
of the feeder classes. Were it not for the de- 
serving group of Shorthorn men already mentioned, a couple of 
breeders from Idaho and a single exhibitor of Aberdeen-Angus, the 
a— this year would have had an actual monopoly of the 
show. 

If further proof of the Hereford’s popularity in the west is 
requested, drop into the auctions “on the hill” in Denver during 
show week, and compare the prices at which breeding stock of the 
three breeds is changing owners. From such observations only one 
conclusion can be drawn by any candid onlooker: the Hereford has 
made good in the west to an extent unapproached by either of his 
rivals. And why? To this question there is a multitude of suffic- 
ient answers. 

Range conditions do not alter his conformation or detract from 
his quality, which fact encourages and rewards the use of superior 
sires. No Hereford bull is too good for range use. His calves be- 
speak his excellence as eloquently on the range as when pampered 
in a box-stall with easy access to a foster-mother. 

He is a natural rustler, and capable of enduring with a mini- 
mum of impairment such conditions as would put a permanent hump 
in the back of any less courageous and sturdy beast. 

His shape conforms more closely to the requirements of the 
modern beef market than that of any of his competitors except the 
Aberdeen-Angus. His evolution in this particular is being directed 
constantly toward the modern ideal. In contrast to the table-backed 
Shorthorn of the old days, his form has been compliant to the breed- 
er’s skill in suppressing prominent hooks and in moulding it into 
the smooth, compact, rotund package which is the modern Hereford 
at his best. Indeed, such swift progress is being made in perfecting 
the Hereford form that it is no idle dream to believe that it will in 
time surpass the excellence of the present model. 

Hereford feeders are convinced that their favorites make 
money in the feedlot more quickly and more certainly than other 
breeds, and there appears to be strong (Continued on page 16

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN ABER- 
DEEN-ANGUS BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION: 


The Illinois Supreme Court has finally confirmed, in 
every respect, the right of our association to operate under 
Representative Government and has fully sanctioned the 
manner of its establishment. 

The committee charged with the duty of establishing 
Representative Government for proxy government may 
now be held quit of its task. It seems to me, at the close 
of the campaign, as executive secretary of that committee, 
I cannot do less than acknowledge, in behalf of the com- 
mittee, the great debt we owe to the membership for the 
confidence and support they gave us by their votes. With- 
out those votes, entrusted to us, we would have been pow- 
erless. No decisions of any kind, Court or otherwise, could 
have been had. 

This Court decision itself, in effect, simply says that 
the majority has the right, within the law, to govern the 
association in the manner it chooses, and holds that the 
denial of that right to the majority, through cumulative 
voting, was improper. 

It is to be regretted that final determination of so 
fundamental a truth had to be so long delayed (Our first 
letter to the membership was mailed March 10th, 1923), 
but usually nothing worth while comes easily. 

I cannot close this last campaign statement (if it may 
be so termed) without certifying to the members the splen- 
did, self-sacrificing service rendered the association by the 
members of that committee, 

The late Clarence W. Eckardt of New York, first 
chairman, who was called soon after the work started; J. 
M. Tudor of Iowa, succeeding Chairman; E. B. Laflin of 
Nebraska; John C. Mills, Jr. of Missouri; Otto V. Battles 
of Washington and A. B. Sawyer, Jr. of Kentucky, Treas- 
urer, constituting the original committee and Frank S. 
Hayden of New York and E. T. Davis of Iowa, later called 
into service. 

The Association is deeply obligated also to Fred Hahne 
for his counsel and the priceless support he gave the cam- 
paign through long weary years, in the pages of the AB- 
ERDEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL.

Nearly ‘Ten Million Beef Cattle Short of 1919 


[In summing up the beef cattle situation in a radio talk broad- 
cast from Station WLS, Chicago, W. H. Tomhave, Secretary of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, and a director of 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board, predicted better days 
ahead for the teeder and pure bred breeder. Mr. Tomhave’s author- 
itative treatment of the subject, “Modern Trend in Beef Produc- 
tion,” is particularly timely.—Editor’s note.] 

It is always more or less unsafe to make predictions concern- 
ing the future of any business. There is an old saying that it is 
much easier to be a prophet along any line than to make a profit. 
It may not be out of place, 
however, to discuss briefly 
some of the changes that 
have taken place in recent 
years in beef production 
and what the present ten- 
dencies are in modern pro- 
duction. 

In studying the history 
of beef production and beef 
cattle prices, we find that 
prices have followed defin- 
ite cycles covering as a rule 
a period of about fourteen 
years. Usually the upward 
swing has covered a period 
of seven years and the 
downward swing or the per- 
iod of depressions about the 
same length of time. 

Profitable returns on, 
or high prices for any com- 
modity always has a ten- 
dency to increase produc- § 
tion which eventually pro- x 3 
duces an oversupply of that 
commodity, with a resulting 
rapid deeline in prices. This 
is the situation which has 
prevailed in the beef indus- 
try in the past and there is no doubt but that such will be the situ- 
ation in the future. The last upward swing in beef cattle prices be- 
gan about 1913 or at the beginning of the European war. The war 
greatly increased prices and production increased as rapidly as was 
possible in the beef cattle business. One of the most important 
factors responsible for the increase in price during the war, period 
was the export demand for beef. The total exports of dressed beef 
from the United States in 1913 were 46,000,000 pounds. This de- 
mand increased gradually until 1918, when our total exports 
amounted to approximately 706,000,000 pounds or fifteen times the 
amount of our pre-war exports. The export demand, however, de- 
creased rapidly following the close of the war so that by 1921 our 
exports amounted to only 45,000,000 pounds or less than the pre- 
war period. The decrease in the export demand, over production 
of beef cattle and the general agricultural depression in 1920 caus- 
ed a severe slump in commercial cattle prices as well as pure bred

prices. This situation naturally resulted in general liquidation of 
beef cattle which continued up to 1926 when there were 26,800,009 
beef cattle on the farms and ranches of the United States as com- 
pared to 36,200,000 at the high period of production in 1919, Ae. 
cording to the report of the Department of Agriculture the beef cat. 
tle population in the United States is lower at present than an 
time since 1881. Since the readjustment in the number of cattle on 
farms and ranches has been completed prices have been on the up 
ward grade. Present indications are that prices for beef cattle both 
breeding and commercial will continue to strengethen and remain at 
a figure where beef cattle 
can be produced at a profit. 
A marked change has 
taken place in the kind of 
cattle that are in demand on 
the market. Beef cattle of 
medium weight are in 
greatest demand at present. 
This is due to the decrease 
in our export demand for 
beef and the demand for 
smaller cuts of meat from 
our own consuming public. 
The smaller families, the 
large number of people liy- 
ing in apartments where the 
so-called Pullman_ kitchen 
prevails and the increased 
cost of beef as compared to 
several decades ago have all 
been factors in changing the 
market requirements. The 
outlet for heavy cattle is 
limited on account of the 
curtailment in export and 
because the heavy carcasses 
can only be _ handled by 
clubs and a few high class 
hotels. As a result of these 
conditions there is a much 
greater demand for medium weight cattle and baby beeves. Cattle 
are being put on the market at an earlier age which means a quick- 
er turn over to beef cattle producers. This method of production 
has several advantages over the production of heavier cattle. In the 
first place it will have a tendency to increase the cow herds as it 
will require a greater number of breeding cows to produce the nec- 
essary tonnage of beef. The breeding cows can be used in place of 
heavy steers to consume the roughage and cheap feeds that are 
found on every farm. The production of the lighter weight cattle 
will also result in lower production costs to the producer because it 
requires less feed to produce a hundred pounds of gain on a steer 
that goes to market under 1,000 or 1,100 pounds than is required to 
produce 1200 to 1400 pound cattle. The production of the lighter 
weight cattle requires a greater amount of grain feed during the 
fattening period than would be required if the same animals Were 
were grown as feeders to the same weight. This in a measure, 
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has its advantages because it cre- 


— ; wae for corn, barley and other 
farm feed that can best be marketed 
through live stock. This general change in 


of cattle produced is not confined 
a of the east and middle west, 
put is becoming the general practice on the 
range. Instead of keeping the steers as 
earlings and two year olds, the calves are 
vid at weaning time to the corn belt and 
eastern feeders. In other words the range- 
men are beginning to operate more and 
more on a cow and calf basis. wale 
We believe that in the future, quality in 
cattle will be a factor of much greater im- 
portance than has been the case in the past. 
The general movement that is under way in 
giving recognition to quality in_ beef, 
through the government grading and brand- 
ing of beef will have a very healthy influ- 
ence on the beef business. It will create a 
greater demand and develop a broader out- 
let for good well finished beef. It will not 
only increase the outlet for the better grades 
of beef but will increase the total amount of 
beef that will be consumed. 

In order that beef cattle producers may 
take advantage of this better market which 
we hope will be created, it will be necessary 
to produce cattle of better breeding and bet. 
ter beef type. Quality in beef can only be 
secured through better breeding and bette: 
feeding. The purchase of pure bred sires 
will be one of the most profitable invest: 
ments that any beef producer can make if 
he expects to compete with the men who are 
following the best known methods of beei 
production. ee 

Many cattle feeders are finding it increas- 
ingly difficult to purchase desirable feeder 
calves at a figure that will allow them to 
make a profit. The growing demand for 
good feeding calves has increased the price 
to a point where the initial cost of putting 
calves in the feed lot is high. The feeder 
not only has the expense of the calves but 
the additional cost of marketing, transporta- 
tion, etc. as well as acclimating the calves 
to their new environment. Many of the corn 
belt and eastern feeders are planning to ov. 
ercome this difficulty by establishing a herd 
of breeding cows and raising their own 
steers. They figure that in place of feed- 
ing two carloads of steers they can better 
afford to feed one carload of cattle for mar- 
ket and maintain a breeding herd for steer 
production. The breeding cows can be kept 
on pasture during the summer and main- 
tained on inexpensive feed, consisting large- 
ly of roughage during the winter months. 
By the use of pure bred beef bulls in all 
pure bred and grade herds and by following 
this system of management they will be as- 
sured a uniform crop of calves each yeai 
and will avoid the necessity of going on the 
market every fall to secure the feeders that 
are necessary for winter feeding. It will 
not only save the cash outlay for feeders 
but it will also provide the necessary live 
stock to utilize the various types of feed 
produced on the farm. 

_ Another fact that must be kept in mind 
is to make beef production a part of the 
business of the farm. No man can expect 
to make money feeding cattle unless he 
feeds every year. The in and out feeder is 
a serious drawback to the cattle feeding 
business. He usually buys his cattle too 
high in the fall of the year. He stimulates 
the demand for feeder cattle which natural- 
ly results in higher prices. He frequently 
purchases more cattle than he can handle 
with his equipment, which often necessitates 
the marketing of the cattle in a half finish- 
ed condition so that they are frequently 
forced on the market at a time when there 
1S an oversupply, with the result that the 


market becomes demoralized. The wide 
awake and up to date producer arranges his 
farming operation in such a way that he 
can handle about the same number of cattle 
every year, utilize his feed and equipment to 
the very best advantage with the result that 
he is carrying out a successful system of 
live stock production. 

Summing up the general situation I am 
of the opinion that there are better days 
ahead for the commercial feeder and pure 
bred beef cattle breeders. Prices for pure 
bred cattle will be higher than they have 
been during the past six or seven years. 
There is a shortage of good pure bred beef 
bulls because of the greater demand for 
these bulls for grade herds where quality 
beef will be produced. 

More light and medium weight cattle will 
be produced because of the market demand 
in this direction. Cattle for the block must 
be well bred beef cattle because it is im- 
possible to produce quality beef from scrub 
cattle. The speculative feature in cattle 
feeding must be eliminated as much as pos- 
sible which can best be done by maintaining

In a WELL BALANCED Poultry Ration 


The purpose of feeding is to transform vegetable, animal and 
mineral matter into finished products, such as eggs and meat. 
This process is carried on within the body of the fowl and con- 
cerns three factors: 1st—Growth; 2nd—Reproduction; 3rd— 
Storing of fats. The object of a well balanced poultry ration 
should be: First: To maintain the organs and tissues concern- 
ed in the above three factors and Second: To furnish the raw 
materials out of which bone, muscle, fat and eggs may be manu- 
factured. In other words, it is necessary 1st: To feed a main- 
tenance ration. 2nd: To furnish materials for making flesh or 
eggs. 

The maintenance of life depends on: First—The provision of 
heat; Second—The renewal of tissue; Third—The supply of mus- 
cular energy. Every motion of whatever sort wears out tissue; 
Fourth—The elaboration of secretion. 

The relation of feeding the fowl and the product is very mark- 
ed and we find exactly the same material in the egg and in the 
body of the fowl as is present in the feed. The requirements of 


a well balanced ration can be enumerated as follows: 


(1) The Amount of Feed. This factor plays an important

part with many rations and is one that can readily be violated. 


Oftentimes this violation comes unintention- 
ally on the part of the producer. 

A safe guide for general farm poultry 
production is to figure about four ounces of 
feed per day per hen. This should be pro- 
portioned on the basis of approximately two 
ounces of scratch and two ounces of mash. 
If the laying flock is in good condition this 
ration of scratch and mash can be changed 
to one ounce of scratch to three ounces of 
mash. This proportion will maintain a high- 
er production average providing the mash 
contains those ingredients essential to egg 
production. From the 
standpoint of growth 
and development the 
ration of the amounts 
of scratch to mash 
plays an important 
part. 

The writer had ex- 
perience with 225 Bar- 
red Rock cockerels last 
Fall which illustrated 
this point. clearly.. 
These cockerels were 
the same age yet ap- 
proximately 100 were 
fully developed, making 
possible a final decision 
as to their merits as 
breeders while the oth- 
er 125 were only about 
two-thirds grown. In- 
vestigation developed 
as the cause of this 
condition the fact that 
these undeveloped cock- 
erels were receiving 
about three times as 
much scratch grain as the proportions called 
for. Upon changing this to the proper pro- 
portion of two ounces of scratch to two 
ounces of mash the birds made decidedly 
better growth in a much shorter period of 
time. 

(2) Size of Ingredients. The size of the

various ingredients in a mash plays an im- 
portant part in the consumption of the ra- 
tion. One of the reasons for grinding a 
mash feed fine is to increase the amount of 
feed consumed and enable a more complete 
mixture containing the materials essential 
in a ration. 

(3). Palatability of the Food—Attrac- 
tiveness. Consistent consumption of feed is 
influenced directly by its palatability. Con- 
siderable thought should be given to this 
factor—the making of the feed palatable so 
that it will be relished by the poultry. 

(4) Nutritive Effect. 
The digestible portion 
of the nutrient express- 
ed in per cent is termed 
the coefficient of diges- 
tibility. The digestible 
portion of nutrients is 
found by multiplying 
the pounds of each nu- 
trient it contains by the 
numerical coefficient of 
digestibility for that 
nutrient in a_ given 
feed. 

The term “digestible 
nutrient” covers that 
portion of each nutrient 
which is digested and 
taken into the body as 
determined by digestive 
trials with certain ma- 
ture animals. A well 
balanced poultry ration 
should be made up of 
those ingredients whose 
effect from a nutritive 
standpoint is very high. 

(5) Digestibility. In order for a poultry 
ration to give maximum results it must con- 
tain those ingredients that are readily di- 
gested or broken down. This in itself adds 
to the efficiency of the feed. 

(6) Composition. A well balanced poul- 
try ration should be composed of clean, 
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ingredients, the various parts of which con- 
apg er digestibility. Composition oftentimes con- 
trols the palatability of the feed and this in itself must 
not be overlooked if one expects to obtain a maximum 
on. 
oe Variety is essential in that it influ- 
ences the consumption from the standpoint of the 
amount of feed consumed. Again, this has an effect 
upon the palatability of the ration. 
Variety is not being considered to the extent that it 
was a number of years ago. However, one can safely 
say that variety plays a part worth mentioning in a well 
balanced poultry ration. 
(8) Adaption. We find in a study of poultry nutri- 
tion that certain feed practices may be adapted for one 
section of the country and yet not fit into the scheme of 
feeding in an-

individuals consuming the feed. 

(10) Cost. This is an important item yet one should 
not overlook the fact that oftentimes the feed having a 
low initial cost is not always the most economical feed; 
in fact, one can safely state that the commercial feed 
business is on a highly competitive basis and one is 
very apt to get the quality that one pays for. If it is a 
low price it is hard to expect a high quality feed. 

Cost should be considered in the makeup of a well 
balanced poultry ration yet the quality of the ingredi- 
ents that make up the various parts of the ration should 
be considered very seriously in establishing the cost. 

The Efficiency of a Ration. A ration is balanced 
when it contains all the nutrients in right proportion. 
n many instances this cannot be definitely determined 
from a theoretical standpoint for, after all, its success 
depends upon the results under practical conditions. In

it is tried under practical conditions it is 
found to give poor results. 

Several years ago the main ambition 
along the line of developing a well balanced 
laying ration consisted of using materials 
containing a high protein content; in fact, 
there are a number of states that passed 
laws compelling feeds to contain as high as 
20 per cent protein. 

Results obtained by the use of certain 
supplements have proven that we can reduce 
the amount of protein and at the same time 
increase the efficiency of a ration by the 
use of certain mineral supplements. In oth- 
er words, the variab'e factor in egg produc- 
tion is not entirely based upon the protein 
content of a ration but the factor of miner- 
als as a supplement must be given serious 
consideration. 

Therefore, it is safe to state that a well 
balanced poultry ration is complete when it 
contains, in addition to the nutrients, every 
material which produces nutritive effect.

This can be proven only when the results 
are shown under practical conditions. 

The Value of Mineral Supplements and 
Their Relation to the Ration. A well bal- 
anced poultry ration of 25 years ago cannot 
be considered well balanced today. Why? 
Because the ingredients making up the var- 
ious component parts of the ration do not 
possess the amount of certain elements that 
were present in the feeds 25 years ago. This 
is especially true from the standpoint of 
minerals and is being proven by many ex- 
periments conducted in the past two years. 

It is safe to assume that corn fields where 
a system of continuous cropping has exist- 
ed for the past 15 or 20 years do not con- 
tain elements of a mineral origin to the ex- 
tent that they existed in the first year that 
the crop was raised and when these ele- 
ments are not present it is essential that 
they be added in such quantities as will 
bring about a proper balance of the ration. 

A detailed study of the value of minerals 
reveals the fact that they have a decided 
influence upon the development of the 
chicks and play a very important part in 
egg production. During the past season a 
number of experiments were conducted with 
the idea of determining those factors which 


dition of the birds. The amount of range 
for each pen was the same. The birds were 
given the same amount of feed by weight in 
order that there be no variation from the 
standpoint of quantity of feed consumed. 
Any excess of feed was weighed back. There 
were eight experiments conducted at differ- 
ent times during the year. The results in 
each case were about the same as the one 
given in detail as follows: 

The chicks were hatched July 18th and 
were divided into three pens, 23 chicks to 
each pen—a total of 69 chicks. The pens 
were numbered I, II and III. 

Pen I was fed a commercial mash con- 
taining 8% mineral. 

Pen II was fed a commercial mash with- 
out mineral. 

Pen III was fed corn, water and milk. 

Mortality Record. August 13th, when the 
chicks were three weeks old, the mortality 
record was as follows: Pen II—1 chick; 
Pen II—8 chicks; Pen II1I—10 chicks. | 

The average weight of each chick in the 
three lots at the time of hatch was 13 
ounces. When they were eight weeks old 
the chicks in Pen I averaged 44 ounces 
apiece; the chicks in Pen II averaged 3l

= Hereford’s rapid improvement, and 
his overwhelming numbers in the vast coun- 
try beyond the Missouri, make this in my 
judgment a safe prophecy. Somewhere on 
the ranges of one of the big outfits which 
now brand 500 to 9,000 steer calves annually 
will be found 15 youngsters so perfect in 
size, symmetry and constitution, and SO eXx- 
actly matched, that they will make history 
for their breed. 

When a few victories, such as the one here 
predicted, have accrued to the credit of the 
Hereford, it may perhaps be discovered that 
his flesh is at least almost equal in point of 
marbling to that of the black. I sometimes 
wonder if the much-vaunted superiority of 
the Aberdeen-Angus in this regard is not an 
instance of elevating a fallacy to the dignity 
of a fact by constant repetition and by com- 
placent acceptance of someone’s unscientific 
assertion. 

But be that as it may, the Hereford al- 
ready holds the larger and more important 
field. Wherever in this country cattle are 
bought and sold in volume, they must cf ne- 
cessity be Herefords, for that breed has suc- 
cessfully claimed and promises to hold fast 
against all comers the land where bulk pro- 
duction in cattle still prevails.

ounces apiece; the chicks in Pen III aver- 

aged 18 ounces apiece. 

When the chicks were four months old 
the weight of Pen I averaged 5% pounds 
each. The maximum weight of one bird in 
this pen was 5% pounds. 

In PenlIl the average weight was 3 
pounds each with the maximum weight of 
one bird 3% pounds. 

In Pen III the average weight was 14 
pounds and the maximum weight of one bird 
1% pounds. 

It is evident from the results of this ex- 
periment and from the results of several 
similar experiments conducted on other 
farms that feeding is a vital factor from the 
standpoint of developing vitality in stock. 

Characteristics of Vitality. Close obser- 
vation of growing stock can reveal many 
characteristics of vitality. 

Rapid Maturity. Chicks that respond to 
feeding by developing bone and muscle tis- 
sue In a comparatively short time are said 
to possess vigorous growing qualities. This 
in itself is an indication of vitality. 

Feather Growth. A rapid, uniform growth 
of feathers denotes vitality. Many times we 
find in farm flocks a variation in the degree 
of feather growth among the individuals in 
the flock. This condition may be attributed 
to breeding characteristics in some instan- 
ces. However, proper feeding of a well- 
balanced mash will influence feather growth 
to a great extent. 

_ General Characteristics. Vitality is des- 
ignated in young stock also by a prominent, 
active eye, well developed comb and wat- 
tles. Many times these factors are indica-

tive of the results being obtained from a 
particular kind of feed. 

Value of Minerals as a Supplement in 
Feeding. It is a well known fact that ce- 
real grains produced on many of our farms 
today are lower in the quantities of the ele- 
ments which they possessed in abundance a 
number of years ago. Constant rotation of 
crops without supplying in the form of fer- 
tilizers the materials taken out by the crops 
has had considerable influence in bringing 
about this condition. Seepage and drainage 
are other factors. Then, too, the tendency 
during recent years has been to increase 
very materially the size of the farm flock 
and this increase in the number of consum- 
ing units has had its influence in reducing 
the amounts of available mineral material 
that might be found around the farms. This, 
of course, holds true only in those areas 
where mineral material is not plentiful and 
is of strictly inorganic nature. 

The efficiency of any supplementary min- 
eral feed depends, of course, upon the re: 
sults obtained under practical use. It is evi- 
dent from practical and experimental work 
conducted that in order to obtain the high- 
est degree of efficiency minerals must be 
combined both organically and inorganically 
in the proper proportions. 

The ratio between calcium and phosphorus 
must be fairly definite. Then, too, the qual- 
ity of the ingredients must be carefully 
considered. Objectional mineral elements 
must be kept at a decidedly low percentage 
and should be eliminated if possible. The 
mineral mixture used in this experiment was 
a commercial product containing calcium, 
phosphorus, potassium, sodium, iron, sul- 
phur, manganese and various other elements 
which act directly upon assimilation of the 
ration. The minerals which have a detri- 
mental effect upon the development of the 
stock were eliminated or kept as low as was 
possible. There is a vast variation in the 
value of minerals and one should be sure 
that a product is being used having the 
qualities necessary to produce the results. 

Feed Consumption. The vitality of chicks 
is manifested to a certain degree by the 
amount of feed consumed. Let us take, for 
example, the experiment just mentioned. 

Pen I. In 116 days the chicks in this pen 
consumed 157 pounds Scratch, 148 pounds 
Mash, 150 pints Skim Milk. 

Pen II. In 116 days the chicks in this pen 
consumed 101 pounds Scratch, 95 pounds 
Mash, 150 pints Skim Milk. 

Pen III. In 116 days the chicks in this 
a consumed 150 pounds Corn, 150 pints 
Milk. 

In all pens some grit in the form of chick 
grit was provided. This naturally supplied 
a small percentage of calcium. However, 
the mineral used was placed directly in the 
mash at the rate of 8 pounds to the hundred 
pounds of feed. 

The chicks were given no liquid milk un- 
til they were three weeks old. However, 
milk was used in the dry forms in Pens II 
and III. Pen No. I made greater gains pro- 
portionally when compared with Pens II and 
III after the liquid milk was supplied yet all 
the pens showed an improvement when 
liquid milk was added to the ration. 

Consumption of Greed Food. One of the 
interesting features of these tests was the 
consumption of green food. Each pen had 
access to an equal area of green food, rape. 
Pen No. 1 cleaned up its area of green food 
before the other two pens. Of course, there 
were more birds in this pen but even at that 
the consumption of feed is generally greater 
among the birds of the highest vitality. 

Percentage Mortality. The mortality at 8 
weeks was 4% for Pen I, 34% for Pen II 
and 34% for Pen III. The average mortali-

The pen fed 3 parts scratch to] 
part mash was changed after four months 
to 3 parts mash and 1 part of scratch and 
within three weeks showed remarkable im- 
provement. 

Quality of Feed. There is no question but 
what the quality of the feed used has a very 
important part in the results obtained from 
a test of this kind. Great care was exercis- 
ed in obtaining the best quality feeds and 
mineral mixtures. The value of supplements 
is indirectly influenced by the quality of the 
grains that make up the cereal portion of 
the ration. 

These experiments were conducted upon 
farms where a great deal of interest has 
been manifested in poultry. The operators 
have made a success of their poultry units 
and are close observers of all poultry prob- 
lems.

our’s Live Stock Bureau was minded the 
program talking upon “Beef Demands.” The 
Major called attention to the fact that the 
successful cattle operator must study his 
lesson and keep in touch with the Bs 
changing demands of the markets, which af. 
ter all is but a reflection of the consumers 
demand. He expressed a desire to see the 
day when kinds and grades would be more 
stablized, thus leaving less room for misha 
to the feeder and the shipper. He said the 
first three months of this year showed a de- 
crease of 912 per cent in the number of cat- 
tle received at the big central markets, some 
of this decrease had been overcome perhaps 
by increased receipts at some of the lesser 
points. Fact of the matter slaughter cattle 
showed but a 3 per cent decrease; in spite of 
this fact, the period for 1926 showed the 
greatest production of beef tonnage ever 
known in the United States. This being 
brought about through improved live stock 
and higher dressing percentages in the 
slaughter cattle. 

General Manager Pollock of the Live 
Stock Meat Board was unable to keep his 
engagement to discuss “The New Beef Grai- 
ing System and What it Means to the Beef 
Cattleman.” In his absence Major Went- 
worth was invited to discuss the subject 
which he did much to the edification of the 
assemblage. He talked from the packers 
viewpoint and displayed some of the handi- 
caps that had to be overcome and others 
that still lurked in the offing. Neverthe- 
less it was his firm opinion that out of the 
movement would grow a situation that 
would be of vast material benefit to all 
elements interested in the production, mark- 
eting and consumption of beef. All of which 
would tend to improve the quality of the 
product. the system under which it shall be 
marketed and the assurance under which it 
will be consumed.
